Later 
he entered the army and served with 
credit until the close of the struggle. 
Later he served two term s as gov­ 
ernor, and during 
Cleveland’s 
first 
administration 
was appointed 
First 
Assistant Secretary of State. When 
( 1* \ eland was elected a second time 
and announced that it was not his 
policy to appoint, men to office who 
bad served under his first adminis­ 
tration, he made an im portant ex­ 
ception 
by appointing! Gov. 
Rort.-r 
Minister to Chile. 
Great as his achievements were in 
the field of politics, it was in the less 
conspicuous field of education that he 
made the record which crowns his 
life s work. No man realized more 
keenly than he the necessity of pro­ 
viding means of educating tho grow­ 
ing generation of the stricken South, 
and when in the governor’s chair he 
succeeded in having rim Peabody col­ 
lege for teachers local* d 
at 
Nash­ 
ville, and by alm ost superhuman ef­ 
forts managed to hold it there and 
wring from an unwilling legislature 
an appropriation for its support. 
As 
a member of the Peabody board of 
t t est he tought tor years to secure 
a 
perm anent 
endowment 
for 
the 
school, and finally succeeded. In this 
he fought a hard battle, and at last 
after 
President 
Roosevelt 
visited 
Nashville, he also a member of the 
board of trust, came to the assistance 
of the aged statesm an and the great 
work was pushed to a successful con­ 
clusion. It may be truly said that al­ 
though George Peabody furnished the 
means of breaking the shackles of 
ignorance that threatened to bind the 
people of the South after the ravages 
of the war and plundering of the car­ 
pet baggers, it was Gov. Porter who 
wielded the hamm er and chisel that 
struck them from the limbs never 
made to wear them. 
The last public service of the grand 
old man ot Tennessee was eight years 
as president of Peabody college, and 
during this time 
several 
thousand 
y oung men and women from every 
corner ot the South came directly un­ 
der his influence. It was the privilege 
of the writer to spend two years in 
the institution during hts term of ser­ 
vice, and we can truthfully say that 
few men ever wielded a more potent 
influence over the young people un­ 
der his charge than did he. To us his 
loss is a personal one, and we hope 
to see the day when on the grounds 
of the new Peabody college a suitable 
monument will be erected to the man 
to whom not only it. but every com­ 
munity of the South owes a debt of 
gratitude. The college has sent its 
alumni to every corner of the South. 
and all have felt its influence direct­ 
ly and the influence of Gov. Porter 
indirectly. Truly he was one of na­

Whether all of these charges will i 
stand in the light of scientific inves-| 
ligation remains to be seen. It is im­ 
portant, not so much in justice to the 
accused insect as because of the hy­ 
gienic and preventive measures which 
are dependent thereon, that the ques­ 
tions here raised be authoratively set­ 
tled. In the case of typhoid, the evi­ 
dence appears to be complete. 
Dr. Torrey, of the Loomis I.ahora- 
tory of .New York, has attempted to 
supply facts on this question. He has 
examined the flies caught in the dense 
ly populated i>arts of New' York City 
during a number of months. 
Both 
the bacteria occurring in the intes­ 
tine and those from the surface of 
the insects were 
investigated. 
The 
flies examined in April and early in 
June w'ere comparatively free from 
dangerous bacteria. As the summer 
season 
advanced 
high 
bacterial 


counts began lo apiiear and also an ; 
alinipt changH in the character of the 
bacteria. The rt'cord counts came at 
the end of the tw'o weeks of excessive 
heat ‘in July. 


Some idea of the number of organ­ 
isms that a single-insect may <-arry 
is indicated by the figures .>7«) to L- 
4op,ouo for the surface conUirnination, 
and Id,UUP to 28,»Mm>,<)00 for the in­ 
testinal bacterial contents. Most of 
the bacteria found were comparative­ 
ly harmless. This investigation, how­ 
ever was carried on in the crowded 
city, where sewers would naturally 
carry off all of the most dangerous 
infective matter. The Journal of the 
American Medical Assoeiaiion says 
that the house-flay is an “undesir­ 
able citizen” in any event, so that 
The war of extermination already be­ 
gun against it in many quarters de­ 
serves encouragement and support.
